Powder, rouge and lipstick eon 
be heartening aids to keep in the 
drawer of your bedside Lahle. 

If the nails are dry or brittle, or 
have a tendency to split, file them 
ratheT short, and carry your file 
across the nail at a right angle, 
otherwise, the nail is made thinner 
a I the ends and splits more easily. 

There are miiny excellent nail and 
cuticle CTciims on the market which 
you can use to counteract dryness. 

Massage your nauw and hands, 
using a cream or lotion that works 
right into the skin and softens the 
texture. Tills Is pot only relaxing, 
but will do much to keep your hands 
lovely. 

Your hatr needs watchful care, 
and keeping It clean is imporlaiu 
from a standpoint of health as well 
as beauty. 

Weekly shampoos 

IS soon as your temperature 
comes back to normal and you 
feel equal to it. ynu should have 
regular weekly .Oiampoos to keep 
your hair sweet-smelling and fresh 
and your scalp healthy. 

Tlits can be done by using a 
rubber sheet fastened around your 
neck and dropped Into a basin at 
your bedside. 

The best cleanser to use oodet 
these conditions Is a Unutd shampoo 
which can be applied for a thorough 
cleantung of the scalp and hair be- 
fore water Li used far rinsing. 

Where a fevered condition per- 
sists, however, a substitute mint be 
considered for the shampoo methods 
you are accustomed to using 

For these emergency measures 
there are dry shampoos in powder 
form. They tliOHri be sprinkled oji 
the Hair and then brushed off. Br 
sure you are equal to brushing be- 
fore you apply the shampoo powder 
If you are doing the Job yourself. 

Sometimes high or long continued 
fever necessitates cutting the hair. 
This makes it easier to keep the hair 
In order, keep Jt clean, and allow 
new growth to come back m a 
healthier condition. 

In some Illnesses the hatr develops 
a natural curl If It is cared for 
properly. 

Daily brushing Is beneficial; but if 
your hair Is very oily 11 is better to 
use a comb to free 11 of snarls ami to 
Udy It up.

This Is important bath for

A long Illness often provides tin 
Opportunity to get rkl of corns and 
calluses and to put your feet in ex- 
cellent condition. 

Put pads, solvents or a bornrlc 
ointment on the troubled area; and 
tape It up. or slip your toot Into a 
bed sock.

DOCTOR: Neuritis may perhaps 
arise from a focus of Infection such 
tu a diseased tooth, and It may be 
relieved when the source of infee- 
Hnn ls removed. 

Medical research in recent years, 
however, has shown that many 
diseases liavc their root En some de- 
ficiency of Ihe diet, and medical men 
have now come to realise that the 
most important rausr of neuritis Ls. 
probably » dietary deficiency of 
Vitamin IV 

vitamin B Is a complex substance 
which Is necessary for the healthy 
functioning or the various parts of 
the nervous system. 

An extreme deficiency of It will 
cause "bcrl-berL" a dLsease of the 
nerves very common in parts of the 
world where polished rice and white 
flour form tlie mainstay of the diet. 

A mild deQclencj of Vitamin B 
will cause less drastic nerve dis- 
orders, among them neuritis, 
sciatica, "nerves,'" and general 
Irritability. 

Tlie first step In any treatment 
for neuritis, therefore, is a thorough. 



Investigation of the food habits of 
the person concerned. 

A diet rich in white bread and 
other over-refined white hour pro- 
ducts such as biscuits, calces, and 
scones is very likely to be tieflcient 
in Vitamin B and obviously leaves 
room ror improvement. 

Vitamin B Is found naturally in 
all wholegntUi cereal prodnetf. sueh 
as wholemeal bread and stone- 
grounri breakfast meal, and alio in 
eggs, some meau (especially pork I . 
and In yeast extracts. 

A greater consumption of these 
foods and the reduction of artifldully 
sweetened, over-refined products will 
help to prnvent the development of, 
as well as the cure of, neurltlc con- 
dition:,. 

For more immediate relief of neu- 
ritis, doctors now often prescribe in- 
jections of Vitamin B. Excellent 
results hare been obtained with this 
treatment. It is also rjosaihlc to 
obtain Vitamin B in tablet form. It 
should be taken this way under doc- 
tor's advice. 

Other methods of treating nen. 
ritls include the application of heat 
and massage, and it must be dis- 
covered for each individual esse 
which method affords the best relief 

In any case, skilled medical atten- 
tion Is required. Early currect'on 
of neurltic symptoms may (revent 
the development of sotnething far 
more serious.

PRACTICALLY all plants 
need some sunshine or 
light, or botli 

Some of the sedums do moderately 
well In a shady spot untouched by 
the fierce sunlight Even flbrous- 
rooted begonias will produce flowers 
mostly pale-colored, it Is true, tn a 
similar spot 

Fuchsias object to vcr.v sunny 
positions, but must have some sun- 
light They do welt on the south side 
provided their rather Iratl bell* are 
prcjl-ected from frosts and adverse 
winds 

Vlnca or periwinkle, s clamberer 
ot great vigor, will rapidly take pos- 
session of a very shady spot under a 
big tree or in between tall buildings. 

The lesser periwinkle 'Vlnca 
minori makes a splendid carpet 
round a big evergreen tree or shrub 
and Lb not- so aggressive as its 
stronger, hungrier brother. 

The Irlih tvy (hedera hibernleai 
will grow In the most dark and sun- 
less situations, and I have found 
hydrangeas do moderately well where 
touched only by the morning light 

Columbines. foxgloves London 
Pride iSaxlfraga), and Solomon'3 
Seal will also do well In semi-shade 

But many ot the requests have 
concerned hot. dry. windy banks, out 
of reach of the garden hose, and 
spots that are. and always will be. 
neglected by the gardener 

I have always found that the 
Spanish broom Is a good forager, and 
does well In such a situation, pro- 
vided that it gets the bencflt of 
natural rainfall and some care each 
year 



Welgela is another sturdy, sun 
wind, and thirsi-defyinB shrub, but 
give it proper attention and regular 
watering and it respond* most mar- 
vellously. 

Coprosma, a shiny-leafed ever- 
green shrub, stands up to the most 
frtghtfu) abuse along the sea from, 
where it is regularly covered over 
Willi sand drift, spume, and salt 
spraj 

The hybrid gnrsc the double- 
flowered gOTiC, and many of the 
cistus or rock rose family will also 
do well in hot positions, but tncy 
must have water regularly, 

Manama iberberisi aqulfolium Ls 
another shrub suitable Tor a dry. 
sunny bank, but we have many lovely 
native Kbjubs that will do even 
better. 

The West Australian bakes, the 
blue tinsel lily • calectrtsia cyancaj. 
the catspaw (anlgozanllius humllisj. 
the red-stemmed kangaroo paw, the 
blue lady orchid i thelymltra ermitai 
most of the banksias. many of our 
r 4Tev]lleas, the many-floweTed honey- 
suckle, all of which come from the 
western State, will grow well in hot, 
sandy positions. 

Wet places, too, provide many 
gardeners with problems, but these, 
unless very shady, can be easily over- 
come by the use of irises, water-lilies 
and other aquatic plants. 

Many of our native ferns do well 
in such a position also sedges and 
ornamental grasses. 

For rocky, hard, almost soilless 
spots, where only the hardiest 
plants can obtain e living, the 
N.S.W, flannel flower, some dwarf 
everlasting flowers will nourish
